Practically  every  college  in  the  nation  is  hold¬ 
ing  student  elections  this  time  of  year.  ACP  does 
not  propose  to  give  this  issue  blanket  coverage; 
it  would  be  impossible.  But  here  are  some  trends 
at  various  colleges  throughout  the  country. 

Oregon' 1  State  Collfege^-A  fellow"' named  Dick 
Hastings,  candidate  ior  student  body  president, 
turned  out  to  be  a  fictitious  student  trumped  up  by 
this  year's  president  who  didn't  like  the  idea  that 
there  was  only  one  candidate  running  this  spring.  * 

Hastings  polled  113  votes,  and  not  until  after 
the  election  did  the  conspirators  confess  that  he 
was  a  hoax.  The  Daily  Baromter  promptly  called 
for  a  new  election. 

University  of  Minnesota— A  new  party,  the 
Resident  Commuters,  has  almost  unseated  the 
Greek-dominated  and  traditionally  powerful  Goph¬ 
er  Progressives. 

North  Texas  State  College— Student  politics  had 
a  surprising  boom  this  year.  The  ballot  boasted

to  leave  you  in  suspense,  but  for 
research  as  a  business  which  must 
proceed  slowly  and  patiently,” 
said  Mr.  Bailey,  a  chemist,  who 
is  president  of  the  American  Oil 
Chemists’  Society.  “However,  a 
number  of  years  of  experience  in 
research  organizations  have  con¬ 
vinced  me  that  patience  can  be 
overdone,  and  that  results  come 
faster  and  better,  and  that  most 
research  workers  are  happier  in 
an  atmosphere  of  some  urgency. 

“We  ysually  think  of  laboratory 


[about  the  necessity  for  team¬ 
work  in  modern  research.  The 
idea  is,  of  course,  that  a  number 
of  workers  with  special  knowledge 
and  skills  must  pool  their  efforts 
if  the  best  results  are  to  be  ob¬ 
tained.  Therd'  is  another  very 
great  advantage  to  be  gained  by 
team-work,  and  one  which  be¬ 
comes  progressively  greater  as  the 
size  of  the  team  increases.  The 
advantage  is  in  the  great/enthu- 
siasm  and  will  to  accomplish  that 
is  engendered  in  a  large  group  ef¬ 
fort. 

“Chemists,  like  other  *  people, 
are  generally  socialable  creatures, 
and  they  deserve  a  sociable  way 
of  working.  The  laboratory  which 
takes  up  its  problems  a  few  at  a 
time  and  attacks  each  with  vigor 
and  liberal  shifting  of  personnel 
to  form  large  working  groups  is 
invariably  happier  and  more  pro¬ 
ductive  than  one  that  is  split  in¬ 
to  a  multitude  of  small  groups, 
each  working  on  its  own  special 
but  undistinguished  project.  An/ 
chemist  or  any  other  worker  will 
be  inspired  to  his  best  effort  only

Flannery  began  her  novel  in 
1947,  living  /or  seven  months  of 
that  year  at  Yaddo,  Saratoga 
Springs,  N.  Y.  which  is  an  estate 
left  by  the  Trask  family  for  writ¬ 
ers,  painters  and  musicians  who 
are  doing  creatiye  work.  Later 
she  lived  in  the  country  with 
friends  in  Connecticut. 

Back  in  Milledgeville  for  the 
past  year, ‘Miss  O’Connor  is  liv¬ 
ing  for  the  present  with  her  mo¬ 
ther  at  “Andalusia,”  a  rambling, 
story-book  farm  owned  by  the 
Cline  family. 

“I  write  every  day  for  at  least 
two  hours,”  says  the  young  author, 
“and  I  spend  the  rest  of  my  time 
largely  in  the  society  of  ducks.” 
Raising  (ducks  is  her  hobby  and 
she  also  owns  geese,  pheasants, 
quails  and  one  frizzly  chicken.  A 
frizzly  chicken,  she  explained,  is 
a  chicken  that  looks  more  like  a 
wet  fur  coat  than  anything  else. 

Flannery  O’  Connor’s  fifst  story 
was  published  in  Accent  in  1946.
